Tho first dny'o hearing ot Iho Pills- 


burg coal rate caso before tho Intor 
stnto Commerce Commlsalon at Wash- 
ington was consumed bx tho testimony 
of a single witness, tin Independent 
Coat operator, but It developed fairly 
well tho position of tha oponttor.) 
and It furthermore Incidentally Indi- 
cated what the defence ot ttao rait 
roads will probably bo. 


Tho contention ot tha Plttsburg coal 


producers Is not a mero demand (or 
equity and largely Increased profits; 
it Is apparent-that it IB, 011 tun con 
trary, a demand lor jus'tco and exist- 
ence. It was shown that In tho year 
J010 tho West Virginia coat output In- 
creased 1237J ov«r tho previous year, 
white top lucreanc in tho Plttabtirg ills- 
trtet during tho corresponding period 
was but 21<£, and testimony was ad 
duccd proving Hint this condition WUB 
brought about by tower wages and dl« 
criminatory freight rates, which havo 
enabled tho West Vlrglnlf. operators to 
encroach upon tha natural inarliots of 
the Plttsbni'g operators until, In tho 
language of tho witness, tho latter 
now get only "what stops over," with 
tho further assurance that "It It were 
possible for the railroads to handle the 
output of the West Virginia fields suf- 
ficiently to supply the markets of tho 
Northwest, there would practically bo 
nothing left for tho Plltsburg opera- 
tors." 


It seems, therefore, that tho Pitts 


burg operators are not flghtliy for 
abnormal earnings, but only for their 
very business lives. 


The crose-examlntUlon of tho 
do 


fence Indicated that Iho rallroa.-]* will 
set up tho plea that the Plttaburg Cool 
Company tins absorbed a largo coal 
acreage at high prices catling for a 
profit on inflated vul.uea as figalnet 
cheap West Virginia coal 
lands. It 


Is a recognized fact that the Plltsburg 
coal la the best'In the country, and It 
follows .that it Is worth more than the 
"cheap West Virginia coal lands." It 
remains nn open question, therefore, 
whether the Plttsburg Coal Company's 
holdings represent "inflated values.' 


However that may be, It Is certain 


that the Pllldburg Coal Company has 
no monopoly o£ tho Plttsbtirf coal 
trade, and that the argument cannot 
be applied to tho large Independent in- 
terests. Moreover such «n argument 
Is not germano to the question, which 
briefly put la whether the rates now 
exisUng ore discriminatory. 


It Is not the province of the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission to regu- 
late coal prices, but only to regulate 
freight rates: It cannot and it will not 
attempt to move the West Virginia re- 
gions nearer to the Lakes either by 
thystcat e.fort or by countenancing In- 
equitable and unjust rates made by 
common carriers with a vlow to devel- 
oping remote coal fields prematurely 
for • the sole purpose of llnlnj? 
tho 


pockets of the owners of "cheap coal 
lands" and providing traffic for rail- 
»oad Itneii built bcforo their time.
